WINNIPEG, July 18—The "kidnap-

LITTLE GIRL 
IS DROWNED IN 
SASKATCHEWAN

Ten-Year-Old Daughter of Mrs. 
E. Thomas Falls Into River 
While Making Mud-Pies 


The Saskatchewan claimed its first vic- 
tim this year when Nmily Thomas, a little 
| girl of ten years, ard daughter of Mrs. KE. 
Thomas, of the Leland rooms on Jasper 
avenue cast, was accidentally drowned at 
7.45 o'clock on Saturday evening, while 
playing at the old wharf just south of the 
low level bridge. 

The unfortunate little girl was engaged 
in making mud-ples at ¢he old wharf, 
along with her brother Herbert aged seven, 
and another boy named John Slidninsky, 
aged nine, of Riverdale. Emily was stand- 
ing on the aide of the wharf, and in some 
manner she toppled over. Her Httle 
brother reached out his hand in an en- 
deavor to suve her, and he fell in also. 
The Siidninsky boy immediately reached 
over and grabbed Herbert, but Emily had 
drifted out too far for Slidninsky to save 
ber. But for the quick and heroic action 
of the Slidninsky boy, the accident would 
no doubt have resulted in a double fatal- 
ity. 

The first information was received by 
the city police through a telephome con- 
versation with Mr, McKinney, 9650 99th 
street, who advised them that a child had 
fallen into the river just east of the lbw 
| level bridge and was drowned, Chief 

Shute, Sergeant Gudgeon, Constable Ir- 
vine and chauffeur McNaughton respond- 
ed and were at the scene of the accident 
within a few minutes. The north bank of 
the river was closely searched by the city 
police and was also dragged:for a consid- 
erable distance down stream, but without 
any Tesults, The police dragged the river 
until after dark on Saturday night and all 
day Sundey, and will continue today with 
the hopes of recovering the bady. Mike 
Gilhooly, who resides on the river bank, 
and who is an expert river man, js as- 
sisting ¢he police in every possible way to 
locate the body. 

The river is twelve feet deep at the spot 
where the accident occurred, and a very 
swift current flows right alongyde. 

Sergt. Gudgeon had patrolled the river 
bank early Saturday evening, and took the 
names of more than fifty children whom 
he found playing and swimming. He de- 
parted from the old wharf at seven o'clock 
and at thet time no children were to be 
seen, It was only forty-five minutes later 
that the fatal accident occurred. Chief 
Shute wishes to repeat his warning to 
parents, agatmst allowing their children 
to frequent the river bank for the pur- 
pose of playing or swimming.

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PRINCE JOACHIM 


Emperor Commits Suicide 
in Potedam 


FINANCIAL STRAITS 


Reason For Deed—Recently 
Divorced 


BERLIN, July 18—(By The 
Associated Press.)—Prince Joac- 
him of Hohenzollern, youngest son 


of former Emperior William, com- 
mitted suicide today in Potsdam. 
Joachim is believed to have 
been in financial straits. He re- 
cently was divorced. 
Later advice says that Prince 


Joachim shot himself Saturday 
in his residence, the Ville Leignit, 
Potsdam. He’ was removed to St. 
Joseph's hospital, where he died a 
few hours later. 

Joachim recently had been suffer- 
ing from great mental depression. 

The only member of the former 
emperor's family now in Potsdam is 
Eitel Frederick, the former emperor's 
second son. 


Prince Joachim, was born Decem- 
ber 17th, 1890, in Berlin. He served 
during the late war, on both the 
western and eastern fronts. During 
the first year of the gréat war, he 
was wounded in the fighting in 
France, When he recovered, he was 
transferred to the Russian front, 
where he had several narrow escapes 
from capture, and afterwards esuffer- 
ed a serious illness. 

After the defeat of the Germans 
there were rumors that Emperor 
Wilhelm would abdicate in favor of 
Joachim. 

The prince was married in 1906 to 
Princess Maris Augustine of Anbalt, 
who then was just ‘seventeen years. 
A dispatch from Paris early in the 
present year said Joachim had 
brought a suit for divorce. 


J. McKay Dickson Ssys Country 
Would Be Ahead Had it Ac- 
cepted Soldier Bonus 


"If the government of Canada had 
granted the indemnity of $2,000 bonns 
to each soldier, they would be very 
much in pocket, and according to the 
best statistics I can find there will 
be from 45 to 50 per cent. loss through 
wokdier settlement sachemes.” Such 
was a statement made by J. McKay 


Dickson, in an address which he made 
before a large and enthusiastic audi- 
ence at the east end park on Sunday 
afternoon, 

The speaker addressed the gather- 
ing on the question of the city’s re- 
demption, and in this regard he sug- 
gested the carrying'forward for fifty 
years all Edmonton's indebtedness, 
and have bonds issued to carry it. 
With this remedy Mr. Dickson stat- 
ed that Edmonton could begin anew 
with a tax rate of no more than 25 
mills with education included. - He 
remarked that the city already has 
30,000 lots on its hands, and was still 
seeking ways and means to acquire 
the penitentiary property. He said 
that the total cost of staging the ex- 
hwition here in 1919 amounted to 
$82,942.21. This statement was dis- 
puted by a Mr, White, but the compt- 
roller's figures and statements were 
produced by Mr, Dickson which prov- 
€d what he had already said. 
Commission Board a Misconception. 

“A commission board was appointed 
to reduce the high cost of living,” 
said Mr. Dickson, “but this proved 
to be a misconception, according to 
Commissioner Murdock, who recent- 
ly resigned from the board in ques- 
tion.” He further stated that ex- 
Premier Borden js a shareholder in a 
Winnipeg cold storage plant that des- 
troyed chicken rather than eell it to 
soldier institutions at twenty cents 
per pound. 

“The elected guardians of the pub- 
Ne interest,’ he continued, “are leav- 
ing behind them a wonderful page 
in history. These workers for the 
people's welfare have long since out- 
lived their day of usefulness to any- 
one but themselves, and were they 
imbued with any spirit of self respect 
or consideration for the country, they 
would resign, but office power and 
their emoluments have lured them 
|from any path of duty.” . 

In Theory, Not In Practice, 

In speaking off the civic affairs 

Mr. Dickson said that when the money 


| bylaws were voted down after being | 


propelled by the associated interests 
for the second time, economy was to 
be practised; in fact all were going 
to resign, in theory only, not in prac- 
tise by any means. 

“Edmonton's current expenditures,” 
he stated, "is two hundred per cent. 
more than Hamilton, a city double 
Edmonton's size, and Edmonton's ex- 
pense is still growing larger. Such 
is Mayor Clarke's suggested or theo- 
retical economy, and a park superint- 
endant has been appointed at a sal- 
ary of $2,500 a year.

Canadian National Railway System Spends Day in Edmonton— Proposal Made By Directors of 


Minister speaks Hopefully of Future of System When all The: 
Linking Parts Have Become Oo-Ordinated Especially Where 
* Ocean Transport in Connection With The System Has Been

Brought Up to Requirements 


. B. Hanna, president of the Canadian 
National Railway system, and A. J. Mit- 
chell, vice-preside@t in charge of finances 
of the Canadian National, arrived at 8 
p.m. Saturday from Ottawa and Toronto 
by way of Winnipeg and Saskatoon. The 
party are om their way to the Pacific 
|coast, and left at noon on Sunday for 
Prince Rupert and Vancouver. They ex- 
pect to return east in about ten days. 
Hon. Mr. Reid apoke very hopefully of 
the future of the National railway syatem, 
now comprising 22,000 wiles of trackage, 
when all the various working parts have 
become efficiently co-ordinated; and es- 
pecially when ocean trasport in connection 
wkh the great railway system has been 
brought up to requirements . It is in- 
tended to spare no expense in making the 
through route from Montreal to Vancouver 
by way of Kdmonton second to none in| 
rapid transit service. ‘There will De ali 
steel] trains as soon as the coaches can be 
secured. 

Such an Immense system, of course, car- 
Ties immense problems, but the probiems 
after all arise from“the same gausea as 
those of smaller organizations, Shortage 
of labor and material and rates inade- 
quate to present operating costs, give the 
management of the National railways the 
same concern as the like problems give 
private enterprise of all kinds; with this 
difference, of course, that being a 
national enterprise, the nation as such 
must bear all the losses, while like losses 
in the case of a private enterprise would 
mean a change of owners, or perhaps sus- 
penston of operations altogether. 

Rallways Face Big Onutinyo 

Canadian railway systems must pay 
wages substantially equal to those of the 
United States. When the McAdoo award 
increased railway wages in tht United 
States Canadian railways had to pay the 
game increases. An increase of rates fol- 
lowed. Eut nelther in the United States 
nor in Canada was the increase in rates 
sufficient to meet the increased wages. 
Hence losing railways lost more heavily 
than before, and paying railways found 
their profits gone or going.. Under such 
circumstances the National railways were 
waiurally heavy losers, A new railway 
wage increase ig being demanded in the 
United States. Just what that will be is 
not yet known, but will be shortly, What- 
ever increase is granted in the United 
States must be granted in Canada, As in 
the previou® instanmce the increase of wages 
must be followed by an increasé of rates. 
The foregoing is shortly the basis of the 
demand for a 30 per cent increase in rail- 
way rates recently made upon the railway 
commission by the Canadian railways, as 
stated by President Hanna for the inform- 
ation of readers of The Bulletin, A 30 per 
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some 80 million dollars in increased rev- 
enue to the railways, of which, of course, 
the National system will get its share, and 
it should enable the management to make 
revenue meet expenditure. , 

Will Complete Branch Lines 

Discussing the Whitecourt and St, Paul 
branches of the National system now un- 
der construction, President Hanna excuses 
failere to complete both Inst year on the 
ground of shortage of labor and rails. 
The shortage has not yet been overcome 
in either case, but the progress made 60 
far ensures that both lines will be com- 
pleted this fall, On the Whitecourt line 
20 miles of eteel has been laid this sea- 
son. The steel is within 14 miles of 
Whitecourt. Steel Jaying is held up while 
some heavy bridge work is being done 
on the grade into the valley of the Atha- 
basca. ‘The grade is carried along the 
south bank of this valley for a number of 
miles and crosses the mouth of a number 
of gullies whieh enter the valley from the 
south. These guittes have to be bridged, 
and shipment of bridge timber from Van- 
dbuver has been delayed by luck of cars 
But that difficulty has now been over- | 
come, Work will proceed continuously 
until the steel reaches Whitecourt, which 
will be some time this fall. 

It was expected that the steel would 
have reached St. Paul by this date, as the 
20 miles of grade between the end of steel 
and the village was almost or altogether 
completed last fall, But heavy rains early 
in the season delayed work; and on June 
16th a great wash-out occurred, carrying 
away several miles of grade and track this 
side of Smokey Lake. Until the wash-out 
was repaired all operations further east 
were suspended. Now the track is again 
in shape, and work at the end of steel 
will begin this week. There is enough 
steel delivered to extend the line to St. 
Paul, There can scarcely be any further 
delays. The steel is expected to reach the

BRITISH TRADE RETURNS. 
London Times. 

Tho returns issued by the board of 
trade this week @#how that for the 
moyvth otf May the apparent adverse 
trade balance was 27,000,000 pounds. 
This is by far the most satisfactory 
resuk achieved in any’ month aince 
the arntistice, Indeed, if we accept 
the board of trade's estimate of 500,- 
000,000 pounds as the gross earnings 
of the British shipping induetry§ in 
1919. as agmroximately accurate, and 
make due allowance for other “in- 
viele emports,” it is clear that in 
May there was an actual balance for 
the extinction of part of the British 
indebtedness to foreign countries, The 
returns for the last three months | 
have in this important regpect been 
distinctly encouraging, the tendency 
being steadily in the right direction. 
In some other respects the month's 
figures are leas satisfactory. Thus, 
conypared with April, while there was 
an increase of two and one-half mil- 
lions sterlimg in the value of imports 
of manufactured goods, there was a 
decline of eleven millions in the value | 
of imports of raw materials. It i¢ 
to ‘be hoped that this merely indicates 
that stocks have now been brought | 
up to a normal level, and there is | 


|}some reason for thinking that this is 


indeed the case. On the other hand, | 
exports of British manufactures for 
the first time on record exceeded | 
100,000,000 pounds jin value, being | 
twelve millions ahead of the April 
figures. For this result exports of cot- 
tons were responsible to the extent of 
thirty-eight and a-half millions, with 
woollens and worsteds twelve and a- 
half miilions, and irom and steel 
manufactures twelve millions. In- 
creased activity in the export trade in 
machinery, electrical goods, silks, ap- 
pardl, chemicals and oils and fats is 
also shown. Coal exports were great- 
er than in April by 144,000 tons, and 
exports of paper and cardboard great- 
er by 200,000 pounds in value, repre- 
senting 26,700 owt., of which 20,000 
cwt. were printing paper. |

y Sandy Hook, N.J., July 17—A wind 
Bof three knots’ strength from the 
northeast was blowing at & o’clook 
Saturday morning, when the crews of 
the cup sloops began preparations for 
the day's race. 

It was a fickle, fitful breeze. 
‘Burtain cast a searching eye seaward 
from the deck of the Shamrock 19 
Observe wind and wave prospects. 
“The Americans say that the Brit- 
ish weather igs alj samples anid no 
ulk,” he said. “But on Thursday we 
nad rain, hail, jualls, calm ant 
cloudbursts xe what for Satur- 
day?" ¢ 
The wind guage at Sandy Hook was 
barely doing three knots an hour, ind 
the faint breeze failed to ruffle the 
Jersey ground ewell that was running 
off shore. Weather indicationg prota- 
ised a slow race, though beach-comos- 
ere said the wind probably would 
aut into the southeast by the tine 
the sloops reached the starting line. 
A southeast breeze would give the 
yachts a beat to windward on tte first 
leg of the triangular race; a broad 
Yeach for the second and chose reach 
home for the third leg. 

Shamrock was the first to get her 
mainsail wp. It flapped idty fur a 
time tim the light air. The challeng- 
ers crew aleo sent up headsaiis ia 


@ops. 

Shamrock Out First. 
Breaking out a jib, Shamrock 
dropped her mooring buoy at 9.22 
and moved sfoavly out of the Sandy 
Hook point. The wind was very light 
and she gatherei litth headway as 
she headed eeaavarc. 

Resolirte hois‘ed a club topsail after 
setting up the mainsail, but took down 
the ciutb topeail ugain. She was still 
at her moorings when the caullenger 
rounded Sandy Hicok point. 

Captain Burton hoisted his big club 
topaail while under way. The cal- 
lenger’s fitted flawlessly, not a wrinkle 
could he observed in the big cioth 
from leech to luff. 

Five Races Not Test 

Captain Burton and Designer N.ch- 
oison said Saturday morning that five 
races was not an adequate ‘est for 
the America’s cup. 

“We have had one race; we won it 
{n an accideat,” said Capt. Burson to 
en Associated Press correspondent, 
“and still I’m looking to Saturday's 
race to obtain some idea of the rc 

spective gailing points in che two 
contenders.” 

Capt. Burton said that in the ear'y 
stage of Thursday's race, Saamro:k 
had out-footed Resolute, and was ‘n 
position to have croased her bow whea 
she was struck by a squall and wend- 

ed off, so that when the weather clear-

wi found herself well to weather and 
ahead. Capt. Burton showed ‘two

Claude Hickman, navigator «of the 
Shamrock, eaid the criticisms of 
Shamrock’s start in the first race wre 
justified in appearance, but that the 
plan of the start was carried ou: by 
a calculation that would have snown 
its advantages, had not everything 
been spoiled by the squall. 

Sir Thomas is said to have told 
friemds here that he will chaierge 
again if Shemrock IV. fai's to 1 ft 
the cap. 

The air was very ciear and weather 
prophets predicted more wind from 
the eastward at noon, which would 
give the yachts a beat off the Long 
Island shorg, a reach toward tho 
Jersey short, and another reach to 
the finish, 

Resolute dropped her mooring buoy 
at 10:21 and took a tow from a tug 
for the starting line. 

At 10:30 a.m., it was a flat calm at 
the lightship, with ino breeze in sight 
from any direction. 

Air Is Lifeless 

At 11 @.m., the iwo yachis, in tow, 
accompanied by the excursion fleet, 
with cutters ahead, were running out 
to the lightship The weather coi- 
tinued clear and the air lifeless. 

The Shamrock IV, received a noisy 
reception when she reached the light- 

hip She dropped her tow and 
stood away on the starboard tack in 
the light breeze that barely filled 
her sails There was probably two 
er three knots of wind stirring, the 
sea was filled. with calm spots, and 
the prospects were dubious for a race 
that would carry the yachts across 
the finish Tine within the time limit 
of six hours. At 11:30 the _ regatta 
committee decided to postpone the 
race until later in the day. 

At 11:30 a.m, while Captain Bur- 
ton and Designer Nicholson of Sir 
Thomas Lipton’s yachting forces, had 
taken to a small boat and were row- 
ing around Shamrock IV near the 
lightship, to see the set of the. sails, 
the regatta committee hoisted the 
"qG” signal flag, indicating postpone- 
ment of the start until later in tha 
day. It was virtually a dead calm 
around tho lightshig.

over $77,000,000 in excess of June 
1919, 

Despite the big increase there was a 


for the three months, these represent- 
ing a value of $237,236,799. From 
April to June last year goods sent out 
o fthe country were to the value of 
$244,096,798. During the month of 
June alone, however, exports totalled 
$106,587,835 as against $87,348,952 in 
June 1919. 

The decrease in the value of exports 
was due largely to the fact that agri- 
cultural and food products sent abroad 
were worth only $66,4225,80 as com- 
pared with $96,450,495 during the first 
quarter of last year. There was also 
@ falling away of several millions in 
the value of animal and animal pro- 
ducts exports. On the other hand, 
wood products and paper shipments 
abroad jumped from 33 to 66 millions, 
an increase of exactly one hundred per 
cent. 

Big increases were shown on the 
import side of the trade balance sheet. 
Dutiabie goods brought into the coun- 
try increased in value from $131,620,- 
409.to $229,004,966 while customs col- 
lections increased from thirty-nine to 
fifty-six millions. Free gold imported 
were worth only $66,422,580 as com- 
enteen millions as against seventy 
miltions for the first quarter last year.
